Bur, 
be the 6th.Man of War with the reft of the, 
Tranfports efcap’d, and in all probability got fafe 
to Gibraltar; whither the Baron de Pointis purfued 
his Voyage. This Courier adds, That when the King 
of Spain heard this News, he. gave order for a Rein- 
forcement of 4000 Menofhis beft Troops to march to 
the Camp of the Marquis de Villadarias. The fame 
day arriv'd an Exprefs alfo from the Duke of Ven- 
dome, with an Account,. that the 26th of laft Month, 
about 5 Clock at Night, Duke of being 
favour'd by a thick Fog, caus’d 4000 Fobr, and 1000 
Horfe to aSall EV. erue: Thelnfancry atrack’d 
our Trenches on all fides, while the Cavalry fell upon 


‘the Head. Quarters.. The Enemy were bufie in nail- 


ing feveral Pieces of our Cannon, and fome Mortars, 
a ary of Vendome advancing at the Head 


of 2 ftrong Detachment, attack’d the Enemy fo brisk- — 
ty, hak ines were beaten back with the lofs of above 


600 Men kill'd, wounded, or taken Prifoners. This 
vigorous Action coft us about “100 Men, kill'd, 
wounded, or Prifoners, The Duke of Berwick is to 
command in Languedock, in the room of the Mar- 
thal de Villars, whofe atrival at Court is hourly ex- 
pected. 
From the ParisGazette, dated Jan. 10. 

Madrid, Dec, 26. The continual Rains have very 
much retarded the Siege of Gibraltar, butdhave nor 
hindred the carrying on of the Works. The 13th a 
Culverin which the Enemy had oa the Mountain 
was difmounted, and 6 of their Men were kill’d by 
1 Cannon thor: The rath the Enemy’s Squadron 
fail’d 5 Leagues Eaftward from the Mouth of the 
Bay. The 16th they were ‘our of fight; only 3 of 
their Ships wete left in che Mole. Till that day, the 
Baron de Pointis, with the Squadron he commands, 


had been detain’d by contrary Winds,fo that he could 


not double Cape Spartel. We have fince been in- 
form’d by Letters from Cadiz, that the 14th he dif- 


cover’d a Fleet of convey'd by 7 Ships of 


War, paffing from the Weft Eaftward, and putfoed 
them. A Privateer of St. Malo has brought into the, 
Groyne an Englith Ship, laden with Provifions bound 
for Portugal: She was feparated froma Fleet of 80 
Merchant Ships and Tranfports bound’ for Portugal, 
having on board 8 Regiments of Englith or Irith, un-— 
der the Convoy of 9 Men of War. 4 French Frigate . 
hasraken one of thefe Tranfports, in which were 
400 Soldiers. 
From the Camp before Verte, Dec. 27. The »éth 


of this Month, the Count d’Aubetetre, the Chevalier 


de Luxembourg, and the Sieur de Beranger, mount- 
ed the Trefichés. The Miners-went on with their 
Work : In the Night 2 great many Stones were caft 
out of Mortars into the Ene Works; and the 
new Battery of 8 Guns rg the Covert-Way, 
fir'd all Day on the Left Face"@ the Baftion on the 
Right, notwithftanding the Fire of 5 Cannon from 


» the Cavalier, two of which were difinounted by our 


Bombs. We had only two Soldiers wounded. The 
17th the Marquis de Goesbriand,the Count de Mau- 
levrier-Langeron, and the Sieur des Touches reliev'd 
the Trenches. The Battery on the Covert-Way con- 
tinued to fire upon the Baftion, aud the old Batteries 
were employ’d in beating down the Defences of the 
Enemy, who fir'd only upon the Batteries, with the 5 
Cannon of their Cavalier, and 5 of the Donjon. 
We had.s Men 12 wovnded: © The 18th 
the Trenches were geliev’d by the Marqueffes du Gas 
and de Dreux, and the Sieur Chofinet, At Night 
the Enemy fprung a Mine, which fpoil’d 2 Embra- 
Sures, and busied 2 Guns, kill’d 5 Men, and flightly 
woundedi5, The other 6 Guns continued firing, and 
in the Night the Battery was perfectly repair’d. The 
19th the Count de,Mauray, and the Sieurs de Guer- 
chois and de Maggnene reliey’d the Trenches ; in 
which the Duke of Vendome {pent part of the Day, 
and gave Directions for making fome Works, parti- 
cularly for raifing a new Battery to ruine the Enemy’s 


that had difmounted the Guns of 2 of ours ; which — 


2 Batteries of ours were put in Order agenithe fame 
Night, and in the Morning play’d upon the Baftions, 
which began to be much damag'd. We had 4 Meh 
kill’d, and $ wounded. The 20th the Marquis dé 
las Torres, and the Sicurs d@Bourk and.de Siowzac, 
mounted the Trenches, Our Miners giving Notice 
thar they heard the -Enemy’s Miners,working very 
near them, the Duke of Vendome caus'd the Cham- 
ber of our Mine to be immediately fill'd with Pow- 
der ; and at one in the Morning it blew.up with 
Succefs, thar ic ruin’d the Stone-Work of the Left 
Face of the, Fauffe-braye quite to the Angle. That 
Night, only 2 of our Men were wounded. . The 21{t 
the Marquis de Bezons, and the Sieur de Morangiers 
and de Liouto, reliev’d the Trenches. We were in- 
form’d by Deferters, thatour Mine had buried a grear 
number of the Enemy’s Miners. Ip the Afterneon 
the Enemy f{prung a Fougade under the Left Angle, 
which buried 8’Men, and wounded 5, threw down 


3 Fathoms of the Palifades of the Covert-Way, and « 
fill’d up the Mouth of the Mine on the Left: Eight — 


Minegs thar were in the Mine, dug their Way out of 
it into the Ditch, and the next day 6 more came out 
at a Hole which they found. We repair’d our Dam- 
age; 5 Deferters came over to us ; not one of our 
Soldiers was kill'd pr wounded. © The 22d Count 
Albergotti, the Count de Croy, and Prince Pio, 
mounted the Trenches. A’néw Hole, or Entrance inzo 
the Gallery'of the Mine was dug in the place of that 
which was fil’d up: The new Battery was finith’d, 
and a Lodgment.made inthe Place of Arms. Two 


_ of our Men weee kill’d; and 4 wounded. The 25th 


the Trenches were reliev'd by the Marquis de Praflin, 
and the Sieurs de las Torresand de Louvigny. The 
Duke of Vendome order'd fome Works to be made 
while the Enemy made a great Fire from their Bar- 
teries, and he was twice cover’'d with Earth thrown 
up by their Shor: But 9 Mortars that caft Bombs and 
Stones, very much diforder’d the Battery ontheir Ca- 
valier. A Lodgment ‘was begun overagainft the 
Breach in the Fauffe-braye, which the Enemy er- 
deavour’d ‘to repair ;. and onr Artillery conrinu’d to 
play to make Breaches, with Succefs. We had three 
Men kill’'d,,and)12 wounded. The 24th the Count 
de Mongon, and the Sieurs d’Orgemont and deiLeu- 
ville reliev’d the Trenches. The Duke of Vendome 
order’dva Battery of 2 Guns'to be rais’d in the Lodg- 
ment made the Night before on the Right, to batrer 
the Foot of the Fauffe-braye, and a like Battery > 
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be rai#’d on the Left: Our Bombs difmounted the 
Enemy's Guis, 4 excepted. Only 3 of our Men 
were Wounded. A Delferter confirm’d what we had 
been told by feveral others, that the Duke of Savoy 
had order’d 12 Pieces of heavy Cannon to be with- 
drawn out of Verue, the Works of the Town and of 
she Donjon to be undermin’d, and all that was in the 
Howfes to be carried awy ; nays the very Doors 
and Windows of the Houfes. e 25th the Count 
de Chemeraut, and the Marqueffes de.Guerchy and 
de Teffe, reliev’d the Trenches. The Batteries 
wholly ruin'd the Angle of the Baftion on the Right, 
and the Bombs difmounted all the Cannon of the E- 
hemy’s Baitery on the Cavalier, which they could 
not repair till the Night after, nor without confider- 
able Lofs, 9 Mortars cafting Stones inceffantly — 
the place where they work’d. In the Morning a Bat- 
tery of 6 Pieces which the Duke’ of Vendome had 
caus’d to be rais’d for ruining the Defences of the Be- 
fieged, began to fire. Fhree Defcents into the Ditch 
were begun. We had 2Men kill’d’and 5 wounded. 
The 26th the Sieurs de Chartogne and d’Imecourt, 
and the Count de Maulevrier-Langeron motnted 
the Trenches. The Duke of Vendome went into 
them, and having view'd all the Works* retir’d. 


‘He was hardly out of the Trenches the diftance of a 


Muiquet-thot, when he heard a great Noife in them, 
and {aw the advanc’d’Guards retiring before a Body 
of Foor and Horfe, which was come out of Verue 
on the fide next the Po, and was marching towards 
the Trenches. He prefently judg’d the Enemy had 
not ventur'd to come out in that manner, with Iefs 
than their whole Army ; and therefore inftantly gave 
order for the Brigades neareft the Trenches to ad- 
vance. The Enemy being favour’d by a thick Fog, 
were indeed come out with almoft all their Troops, 
Part of their Horfe came through the Meadow above 
Verue,-and the reft got into the Valley to make @ 
Diverfion and favour the Retreat of their whole 
Body. The greateft pare of their Foot attack’d the 
Trenches in Front, on the 2 Flanks, and in the Rear; 
and the reft.march’d towards the Batteries plac’d on 
the Brow»of the- Hill of Guerbignan, and made them- 
feives mafters of them. - The Guard of the Trenches, 
by reafon of the narrownefs of ‘the Attack, ‘confifted 
but of 3§0 Men and 6 Companies of Grenadiers. 
The Sieur de Chartogne, who commanded the ‘faid 
Guard, detach’d the Count de Maulevrier with too 
Men to reinforce the Guard of the Batteries, and 
pofted himfelf with the Grenadiers in the‘Centre of 
the Trenches to .ftop the Enemy. But after he had 
made all the Refiftance poffible, he was wounded 
and taken with 6 other Officers, and the Sieur d’Ime- 
court Marechal de Camp and Major General, was 
kilf'd with 2 other Officers. Mean time the Duke of 
Vendome who was gone towards the Hill of Guer- 
bignan, put 25 Soldiers that rallied near him inro a 
little Fort call’d the @ornichon, to make a Stand a- 
gainft the Enemy. The Marquis de Bezons, wlio 
follow’d him, crying out t6 the Soldiers who retir'd 
our of the Trenches that the Duke of Vendome was 
rhere; they all flock’d thither, and were joyn’d by 
the Brigades of Lionnois,Marine, Maulevrier,Leuville, 
and Normandy.: The Guard of the Trenchés re- 
turn’d headlong into them, the Brigade of Lionnois 
beat the Enemy from the old Batteries, “and the Mar- 
quis de Guerchy»purfued them on the Right Sword 
in Hand at the Head of 2 Companies of Grenadiers. 
The other Brigades cut off the Enemy on the Left, fo 
that they were forc’d ro fetire by the Branches.of the 
Trenches. They were follow'd, and thereby fuffer’d 
great Lofs, to the Covert way, and imo the Ditch, 
where above 200 of them were kill'd. They were 
likewife driven Sword in Hand 2°*Lodgments 
on the Counterfcarp,in which they thought to main- 
taim themfelves. The. Fight lafted am Hour and a 
quarter ; in it the Enemy had above 400'Men kill'd, 
100 made Prifoners, and 20 Officers kill’d or taken. 
They had nor time to fill up the Trenches and ruin 
the Works, and did bur imperfectly nail 22 Pieces of 
Cannon and. 12 Mortars; fo that they made a very 
great Fire to day, 2 Cannon and 1 Mortar excepted, 
which will fire tomorrow. 400 Horfe fupported by 
2 Companies of Grenadiers, pafs'd 2 hollow ways to 


attack the Enemy's Cavalry, which were advanc’d 
near to our Head Quaiters, and oblig’d them to re- 
tire with the Lofs of 20 Menand 20 Horfes. 

From the Amft. Cour. and Leid. Gaz. dated Jan. 13. 

Vienna, Dec, 31. Prince Eugine of Savoy arriv’d 
here today. Yefterday we receiv’'d Lewers from 
Hungary, which fay, that General Heifter broke up 
from Modern the26th inftanr, and advancing to Ge- 
rent{chier, a Village firuate within half a League of 
Tyrnau, found there a Body of feveral thoufands of 
the Malecontents, who had pofted themfelves with 
fome Artilley, to ftop his Paflage to Tyrnau. Gene- 
ral Heifter attack’d them vigoronfly ; they ftood 2 
Charges very boldly. but feeing General Heifter make 
ready to charge them a 3d time, their Horfe fied, and 
then their Foot being furrounded, were moft of them 
cut off. 30 Colours or, Standards were taken from 
them, as alfo all their Cannon and Baggage. Here- 
upon the Clergy, Nobiliry and 2 of Tyrnau 
fent Out and implor’d General Heifter’s Protection, 
and invited him to enter their Town. ioe 

From the Leiden Gazetre, dated Jan. 13. | 
“Leiden, Jan. 13. There are Letters-from Afchaf- 
fembourg of the 7th! inftant- which fay, that the 
Action which happen’d im Hungary the ’ 26th of laft 
Month, was follow’d by a General Battle the 1ft of. 
this Month. That notwithftanding General Heifter 
had but 16000 Men with him, ‘he totally routed the 
Army of the Malecontenrs, tho’ it was 40000 Meh 
ftrong ; that the latter had 8000 of their Men kill'd 
and had 14 Pieces of Cannon and 29° Standards 
taken. That the~2 Erivoys of the King of France 
and the Elector of Bavaria were in the Battle ; and 
that the former commanded 10000 of the Malecon- 
tents and was taken Prifoner, and the other kiil'd.
